Daniel Whitehead Hicky, Georgia-born, 
wrote his first poem in high school. A resi- 
dent of Atlanta nearly all his life, he is the 
author of five volumes of poetry: BRIGHT 
HARBOR, THIRTEEN SONNETS OF GEORGIA, 
CALL BACK THE SPRING, WILD HERON, and 
NEVER THE NIGHTINGALE. First prize- 
winner of the Poetry Society of America, for 
his poem, MACHINES, several hundred of his 
poems have appeared in such periodicals as 
the Saturday Review of Literature, Harper's 
Magazine, Scribner's, The Forum, Harper's 
Bazaar, The Yale Review, Catholic World, 
Saturday Evening Post, Ladies' Home Journal, 
The North,American Review, McCall's Maga- 
zine, Good Housekeeping, Christian Science 
Monitor, Country Gentleman, American Mer- 
cury, Farm Journal, The Commonweal, thé 
New York Times, New York Herald-Tribune, 
New York Journal- American, New York Sun, 
Woman and Home, London, and in numerous 
other publications. 

Twice President of the Atlanta Writers 
Club, a long-time member of the Poetry 
Society of America, and the Poetry Society of 
Georgia, Mr. Hicky has given many lectures 
and readings from his poems at numerous 
American colleges and: universities, before 
Junior League organizations, womens' clubs, 
and civic and other cultural groups. He has 
traveled many times over a large portion of 
the world and drawn inspirations for his writ- 
ings from numerous exotic and faraway lands. 

Now a resident of Washington, Mr. Hicky is 
with the Office of Information, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, here. He resides at 
3701 Connecticut Avenue, N. W. He is equally 
at home in Foggy Bottom, where he has many 
friends and admirers. But his native South 
calls him back often, on visits to the scenes 
of many of his poems, notably the plantation 
country of the deep south and the sea islands 
of the Georgia Coast. All his five books are 
now out of print and collectors' items. He 
hopes to have a sixth volume ready for publica- 
tion in the Autumn of 1959,

Her interest inart 
began when she was a baby and spit on her 
fingers to wipe out the centers of the flowers 
on the wall paper of her nursery. She was 
12 years old when she received her first art 
commission! Putting paint and brushes in her 
bicycle basket she wheeled over to a neigh- 
bor's home and decorated the wood work in 
their kitchen. During grammar school years 
she spent four summers in a camp at Kerr- 
ville, Texas, where she attended classes in 
arts and crafts. And her family had a sum- 
mer cottage in Taos, the famous art colony 
of the Southwest, and there Shirley painted, 
as everybody did, and took instruction in 
water color with one of the resident painters. 

In college, she studied painting and sculp- 
ture, and did cartoons for the Cornell Widow, 
made the murals for the Alpha Delt house, 
and designed the decorations for the big annual 
dance of YASNY--(YOU AINT SEEN NOTHING 
YET) Society. Following her graduation from 
Cornell, where she studied architecture, 
Shirley spent six months traveling in Europe 
with her brother, and was fortunate to have 
two weeks at the American Academy in Rome. 

Her first job was with the firm that received 
the commission to do over the Cosmos Clubin 
Washington.

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ASSOCIATION MEETS TO REAR ABOUT PLANS 
FOR INNER LOOP

There was standing room only at the last meet- 
ing of the Foggy Bottom Restoration Association 
on Monday, November 17. Everyone and his 
neighbor, 150 in all, came out to learn how his 
property would be affected by the proposed Inner 
Loop freeway. The two brave men sent by the 
District Highway Department to explain the oro- 
ject to the worried residents of Foggy Bottom, 
and to make a bitter pill taste as sweet as possi- 
ble, were Douglas Brinkley and Harold Aitken, 
highway engineers. They warded off attacks by 
pointing out that they had had no part in the selec- 
tion of one route in preference to another. Their 
part, as engineers, had been to lay out the most 
practieal highway within the limits imposed on 
them by District authorities. 

The large maps they brought showed all too 
clearly the wide lanes the proposed west leg of 
the freeway would cut through Foggy Bottom. 
Unfortunately, it is said, an omelet cannot be 
made without some eggs being broken, and the 
two gentlemen did their best to explain why this 
highway has become necessary and to show that 
they had tried to break as few eggs as possible. 

According to the Highway Department plan, 
approved by the National Capital Planning Com- 
mission, our neighbor, the Potomac Plaza 
development at New Hampshire and Virginia 
Avenues, would not be affected, nor would 
George Washington University's property or 
expansion plan be disturbed. The route would 
emerge from a tunnel in iront of the Potomac 
Plaza Apartments below 
20th and fan out in a northwesterly direction. 
The section farthest east would pass above 
K Street at 26th. The engineers believed that 
all the land between that section and the Park- 
way would be required. 

The pleasant District representatives who 
were with us that evening were quite under- 
standably unable to predict when certain ac- 
tions would take place, and no one knows how 
many months or years will go by. The District 
Commissioners, who have not yet approved the 
proposed route, will hold public hearings (now 
scheduled for January 5) before maxing a deci- 
sion. If they approve, detailed engineering 
maps would be prepared. Following that step 
it would take a year to 15 months, Mr. Aitken 
and Mr. Brinkley believed, to prepare con- 
struction contracts. Individual and separate 
evaluations would have to be made for each 
parcel of land required, based on current 
market values, anda settlement would be 
made with each property owner. 

This project obviously affects us all. It 
poses an especially thorny problem ior those 
directly in the path of this giant. Should the 
plan go through, many of us would be house- 
hunting. Even as an interim measure, we 
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think it would be wuite unfair for any beloved 
pet of Foggy Bottor to have to share his 
small quarters with those whom he prome- 
nades every day. If it happened.we hope the 
District would make it right with him some- 
how. No matter what occurs, if the Inner 
Loop passes through Foggy Bottom, we all 
stand to lose something we treasure - the 
vacant lot where we walk with Buster, the 
climbing rose on our back fence, a tool shed, 
our privacy, or our entire home perhaps, and 
certainly some very good neighbors. 

When the business meeting was over and 
these weighty problems were discussed fur- 
ther over the tasty molasses cookies made 
and contributed by Marguerite Griffin and 
Etta Mai Russell of 808 New Hampshire, and 
good hot coffee, many of us had a very warm 
hope: that all those displaced by an intruding 
highway might find new homes right here in 
our own community. 


REZONING PETITION FOR APART- 
MENTS ON 2o0t: ALLOWED 


Our protest against the proposed rezoning 
of the vacant lots in the 800 block on 25th St. 
to permit construction of an 8-story apart- 
ment house on the site was rejected by the 
D. C. Zoning Commission this week, and 
the petition to rezone the lots for construc- 
tion of the apartment house was allowed. The 
Foggy Bottom RestorationAssociation is ex- 
pected to take the case to the courts.
